The Victim,. Ladia Hart, a 
Well-Known East End 
Character. 


Previous Success Emboldens the 
Mysterious Whitechapel 
Fiend. 


A Strong Force of Officers Now 
Searching for the Murderer. 


A Revised List of the Whitechapel Mur- 
ders — Twelve Bloody Butcheries Cred- 
ited to Jack the Ripper — Ireiand’s New 
Viceroy—A Big Reward for Chief Bush- 
iri—Stanley’s Progress in Africa—Death 
of the Prince of Monace — A Dutch 
Decoration for Emperor William—For- 
eign News. 


LONDON, September 11.—As cabled to the 
POST-DISPATCH yesterday, murder sits en- 
throned again in the East End of London. 
The body of a woman belonging to the ‘‘un- 
fortunate’’ class was found at the break of 
day yesterday under a railway arch in Pinchin 
street, back of Church lane, in the White- 
chapel District within three minutes’ walk of 
the Leman street police station. Itis a very 
secluded place, popularly known as Dark 
alley,’’ and is much frequented by persons of 
the very worst character. It is only a few 
yards from Berner street, where a 
year ago yesterday the mutilated re- 
mains of Elisabeth Stride, the fifth of 
the Whitechapel series, were found. A sleepy 
policeman was leisurely patrolling his beat 
about 6 o’clock yesterday morning when his 
attention was attracted to a dark corner in 
one of the railway arches by a horrible smell. 
He walked to the spot, and by the aid of his 
lantern discovered a sack containing the ter- 
ribly matilated remains of a woman. He blew 
his whistle and raised the alarm in response 
to which a perfect hostof uniformed police- 
men and detectives swarmed to the spot .and 
then scoured the neighborhood in the vain 
hope of discovering.the murderer. When the 
doctors arrived they gaye the opinion, 
after a  ¢lose examination that the 
woman had not deen murdered on the 
spot where she was found. There was no 
blood upon the ground and very little upon 
the body. They believed that the murder had 
been committed twoor thrge days ago, an 
opinion which was borne out by the signs on 
the body of the beginning of decomposition. 
THE VICTIM. 

The name of Jack the Ripper’s last victim is 
believed to be Ladia Hart, a well-known char- 
acter in the East End, who has been missing 
from her usual haunts for nearly a week. If 
it had not been for the smell the body would 
most likely be lying under the arch now. 
When the PosT-DISPATCH correspondent vis- 
ited the mortuaryin the afternoon the wom- 
an’s remains presented a sickening spectacle 
and sent a thrill ot horror through those who 
witnessed it. The head and legs are missing 
and have been severed in a mapner that in 

dicates the skill of A surgeon. There was a 


terrible incision in the lower partof the ab- 
domen, extending almost to the chest. In- 
testines could be seen through the a erture, 
while, asin the case ofall Jack the Ripper’s 
other victims, the matrix had been removed. 
The breast had been cut about in an inde- 
scribable manner. The murdered woman 
was about 30 years of 1 7 and had quite white, 
plump arms and well-shaped hands 
that showed no indications of toil. 

THE ASSASSIN GROWING BOLDER. 
Instead of assuming a more cautious and 
watchful attitude the assassin seems to have 
been emboldened by his previous success. 
That no suspicion or attention should bave 
been aroused bythe appearance of a person 
carrying sych a buiky parcel or wheeling it in 
a cart at such a spot and at such an early hour 
is quite extraordinary. The Scotland Yard 
officials decline to say whether they have a 
clew or not. Their theory is that the woman’s 
remains were brought to the place ina 1 — 

a 


cart or even carried there, and 
the murderer took away every 
vestige of his viotim’s clothing 


ta avoid any suspicion. The extra men who 
had been stationed onthe Whitechapel dis- 
trict for months past have not been with- 
drawn. On the contrary, their numbers have 
been reinforced in consequence of the dock 
strikes. About the time when the remains 
were supposed to have been deposited in the 
corner hundreds of constables were on their 
way through the adjoining streets to all parts 
of Whitechapelto relieve the men who had 
been on duty through the night. 
THE CRIME 

The mortuary was crowded all day by per- 
sons anxious to see the body, but the woman 
has not yet been definitely identified. As the 
head bas been removed it is 2 possible 
that she may never be. claimed by her friends 
even ifshehasany.

mal Mr. P. W. Fauntleroy, 
in behalt of Antony 
2 Schuette, occupied 
the attention of Judge 
Thayer in the United 
States District Court 
on a demurrer to the 
indictment against his 
client. Mr. Fauntile- 
roy contended that 
the indictments were 
not good because they failed to definitely ap- 
prise the defendant of the charge against him. 
The point was also made that the defendant 
was accused of having falsely sworn tona 
oath, which it was claimed was not required 
by law, and that no offense was committed. 
The Court pronounced the pointe fragile. 
He did not argree with the defendant that the 
lndictments failed to show the specific offense 
with which he was charged. The Court held 
that if the indictment did not acquaint him 
with the nature of the charge it would be use- 
less to attempt to-do so by any instrument of 
the kind. le overruled the demurrer, and 
called for the next trial. The District Attor- 
Dey announced that he bad decided to ask for 
the trial of James Garnier. Mr. M. F. Me- 
Donald, attorney for Garnier, pre- 
sented to the Court two reasons why 
the defendant should not be calif 
for trial before the present panel. In the trial 
of George Boekers, when the witnesses 
Bchaedick and Frederichs swore that Garnier, 
not boekers, had procured the citisens’ pa- 
pers for them, Garnier was called to the 
stand. In view of the fact the indictments 
pending against him were to come to trial in 
the course of a few days the witness 
Ceclined to answer any questions concerning

New Ton, September 11.—The ships along 
the river looked at high tideinthe morning 
as if they were going to take a sail through 
the streets. At the Battery the water came up 
within six inches of the top of the stone sea 
wall and the white crested waves broke over 
the wall and sent fountains of spray spurting 
far in on the stone pavement, to the great de- 
light of a host of juvenile First Warders. The 
guards of the revenue cutters Chandler, 
Washington and Manhattan, in their berths 
just south of the barge office, were even with 
the top of the stone pler over which waves 
splashed whenever a steamboat passed, strik- 
ing thunderously against the corrugated iron 
side of the barge office annex. The water in 
the rivers was at the ordinary high tide 


point at 8:30 in the morning. It continued to 
rise, pouring into the sewer pipes and out of 
the culverts, flooding the streets, until at 9 
o’clock West and South streets and nearly all 
the cross streets along the Northand East 
Rivers down-town resembled a miniature 
dirty Venice, Garbage and filth came with 
the water out of the sewers, and great was the 
smell thereof. There was a depth of 18 inches 
of water in some of the streets and vellars were 
full, At 100’clock the flow of water ceased 
and at 10:30 the sewers began to drain the 
streets. Thé cellars did not empty them- 
seives, though. 
HOTELS INUNDATED. 

You could have floated a row-boatin the 
dining-room of Everett’s Hotel, which runs 
from Vesey to Barclay streets, in the base- 
ment. Several of the guests were breakfasting 
when the water began to come up through the 
floor. At first they cocked their feet on their 
chairs, but when the sawdust rafts came 
seating by in several inches of water and 
chairs began to move about of their own ac- 
cord, the guests retreated to the ladies’ din- 
ing room on the first floor. Dozens of other 
places fared no detter. A lunch-room 
on the corner of Courtlandt and West streets, 
below the street level, had nearly four feet 
of water in it and a fleet of sandwiches and 

les. Next door, in the basement, several 

undred dollars’ worth of shoes were navi- 
gating in three feet of muddy water. Halt a 
dozen barber shops along West street were 
literally washed out and closed shop for the 
afternoon. There was a big demand for small 
band pumps, and in an hour after high tide 
nearly one hundred men could be seen work- 
ing away pumping out cellars: The outer end 
of the Vesey street pier was covered with 
water and several boxes of fruit floated out 
into the river. West street on the river side 
was not flooded and remained dirtier than 
ever. South street had a milder experi- 
ence. The water did not flood the 
streets below Burling Slip. The 
lars and basements in nearly all 
the houses from the Battery to Roosevelt 
street, and from South to Water streets were 
almostfull. In Wall street — 2 tea, coffee 
and sugar brokers who occupy basement of- 
fices were compelled to move to dry ground 
for a while. At half past 9 the sidewalk 
in front of Fulton market was partly under 
water. At the corner of Beekman street the 
roadway was covered with water six or eight 
inches deep in spots. The tracks of the Belt 
Line road in South street were in some places 

A FOOT UNDER WATER. 

The horse cars which turn the corner of 
Peck Slip had to go through nearly eighteen 
inches of water. The pier of the New Haven 
Steamboat Co. at the foot of Peck Sp was 
just about on a level with the river When the 
tide was highest. The high tide was particu- 
larly annoying to the ferryboats. It hoisted 
the floating bridges until often there was not 
space enough between the bridges and the 
floor above to allow a big wagon to come off 
the boat. As soon as the waters began to rise 
the swarms of rats scampered outof hiding 
Places in docks and cellars and sewers. When 
the butchers in Washin r- Market arrived in 
the 


the morning they foun place alive with 


rats. ety became Out for all the cats and dogs 
and smal! s to be had in the neighborhood 
and gave em a treat without bringing 


Bergh’s men to the scene. As the water rose 
reinforcements in the shape of more and big- 
gereswarms of rate arrived on the field, but 
the whole battalion was finally driven out of 
the market by the combined forces of butch- 
ers, dogs, cats and boys. Rats also infested 
South street, and at one time the floor of Ful- 
ton Market was mearly covered with them. 
The cats and dogs seemed rather afraid of 
tackling such an armyand the rats had it 
pretty much as they pleased for an hour or 
0. Blackwell’s Island had an eruption of 
rats also. 


Feu Steamers Arriving. 


New Tom, September II. -The wind has 
subsided somewhat, but the skies are still 
black and slight rain is falling. The only 
trans-Atlantic steamer which has arrived up 


to II o’clock this morning was the California. 
The City of New York and the Teutonic were 
both due yesterday, but have not yet been 
sighted. he other steamers due to-day are 
the Wisconsin, State of Georgia and Ham- 
monia. The passengers on all these steamers 
will undoubtedly have interesting tales to 
teil, as they must have encounter- 
ed the flercest of the gale. 
Reports from along the Jersey shore show 
wrecks everywhere, there being sixteen be- 
tween Barnegat Light and Sandy Hook. All 
telegraphic comwunication with Fireland was 
cut off yesterday and it was feared that great 
damage was doneſthere, but this morning word 
comes that the only damage done was to the 
plank walks. 

The water along the eastern North River is 
not so high this morning as it was flood tide 
yesterday, but many cellars and basements 
are still hooded, and business at the docks 
and along the water front is still being carried 
on under great difficulties. 

DAMAGE TO SHIPPING. 

The vessels at anchor along the South street 
piers have the appearance of having passed 
through a veritable cyclone. The rigging of 
many of the craft was torn into shreds, and 
spars and masts were dismantied, while the 
waves beat with great fury against the ves- 
sels’ side even as they lay at their piers. The 
telegraph wires between here and Sandy Hook 
are still down. Tnere is consequently the 
atest uneasiness felt by the members ofthe 
aritime Exchange for the — ot ves- 
sels in the offing. In a roundabout way 
it was learned that only two vessels had come 
up to quarantine last night. They were the 
new Morgan line steamer Elmar from New Or- 
lea and the Hamburg steamsbip California. 
Imar was detained twelve hours outside 
the rough weather. The vessel 
encountered the hurricane on the night of the 
Sth inst. While there was no serious damage 
sustained things on board were made lively 
and the decks were lashed fore and aft. The 
California has on board a big load of im- 
migrants. The new German steamer Kaiser 
Wilhelm left her dock at Hoboken yesterday 
and was obliged to lay to this side of quaran- 
tine over night. The vessel passed out to sea 
at6o’clockthismorning. The regular weekly 
transatlantic steamers followed soon after. 
Private advices from the quarters of the 
health officers down the bay show that the 
storm at quarantine continues with great fury. 
The wind is blowing a — 42 from east 
northeast and the seas wash over surrounding 


wails.

SHAMELESS POLITICAL VILLAINY. 


The shameless daring of the political 
corruptionists who stand accused before 
the Federal Court in this city of the 
heinous crimes of committing frauds in 
the tion of voters and in elections 
is the most disgraceful feature of the 
criminal conspiracy formed to defeat the 
will of the people of St. Louis at the polls. 

‘Since the Post-Dispatcu unearthed and 
published convincing evidence of the 
monstrous frauds perpetrated at the 
November elections the proceedings of 
the accused men and their friends have 
been astonishing. There have been 
circumstances connected with the cases 
which should excite the indignation of all 
honest citizens. The politicians accused 
of these crimes have not acted as if they 
were in danger of ignominious punish- 
ment. They havelaughed atthe charges 
and have defied and poured contempt on 
the officials of the Federal Court. No 
difference has apparently been made in 
their socialor political standing. They 
have been treated with distinguished con- 
sideration and have been aided and sup- 
ported by municipal officials. LEHMAN, 
whose guilt was unquestioned and who 
has been convicted, retained his seat in 
the Municipal ae and main- 
tained his tellowship h the leaders of 
his party. He is still, although branded 
by a jury as a felon, on the best of terms 
apparently with his party associates, and 
the most strenuous efforts are openly 
made by them to save him from the con- 
sequences of his crime, In no case has 
there been any attempt to prove the ac- 
cused guiltless of the offense, but merely 
to save them through technicalities from 
punishment. 

Desperate attempts are also being made 
to turn the trial in court into a disgrace- 
ful farce. Witnesses are manipulated in 
court and are tampered with out of court. 
Perjury and subornation of perjury are 
throwing the defendants into deeper 
crime and disgrace, and yet without loss 
of partisan help or of countenance in 
high places. 

The revelations made by these cases of 
the wide-spread corruption and the wider- 
spread sympathy with corruption in local 
politics are appalling. The Tweed ring 
and other famous boodle rings in New 
York and Chicago scarcely offer parallels 
to such unblushing villainy. The people 
of St. Louis owe it to themselves to de- 
mand the punishment of every guilty 
man. They can attend to the crushing 
out of every vestige of the conspiracy at 
the polls.

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THE SOHOOL ELECTION. 


In the exercise of its authority to regu- 
late the time and manner of the election 
of its members, the School Board has fixed 
on the firkt Tuesday of November for 
the election of new members in the places 
of the outgoing ten, and has decided that 
the balloting shall be in accordance with 
the Australian system of the new State 
law, as closely as may be when that law 
is not yet in operation and no private 
stalls have yet been provided at the voting 
places. 

This simply means that the board will, 
under proper rules, provide for officers to 
conduct the election and for ballots con- 
taining the names of all candidates 
reported in time to the officers 
of the board. It will necessarily 
leave unenforced the important pro- 
visions of the new law for protecting the 
absolute secrecy of the ballot and the in- 
dependence of the voter, but will at least 
bring into operation that excellent feature 
of the new law which will provide ballots 
free for all candidates and put an end to 
the assessment of candidates for the 
alleged costof printing and distributing 
ballots. 

The aim isto secure to the schools as 
much as is at present available of the new 
election reform system approved by the 
State Legislature, and thus to impose 
every avullable restriction upon the con- 
trol of school elections by party commit- 
tees, ward bosses, book rings and com- 
binations to corner School Board jobs 
and contracts. 

Of course every loophole left in the 
board’s election rules and every 
defect of the law will be utilized 
to defeat the object in view. The in- 
terference of party committees with 
school nominations and elections is 
threatened and all sorts of schemes and 
combinations of spollsmen to get “a 
whack” at the school money may be an- 
ticipated. But if the people will only 
carry out the non-partisan plan of the 
School Board, * every intrusion of 
party committees into school affairs, and 
choose theirown candidates with single 
reference to the good of the schools, we 
believe that the election under the new 
rules will vindicate them and give a great 
impetus to school reform.

A BRUTAL MURDER. 


An Old Negro and His Young Daughter 
Killed by ‘*Regulators.”’ 


NEW ORLEANS, La., September II. —A special 
from Lafayette savs: ‘‘A brutal murder was 
committed six miles from this place on the 
Abbeville road, Monday night. Near the 
roadside stood asmall cabin and in this lay 
the mutilated bodies of Rosmond Oormier, 
colored, and his daughter, Rosalie, aged 18. 
The following particulars were elicited at the 
Coroner’s inquest. Rosmond, who was over 
60 years of age, was whipped and ordered to 
leave some months ago by a band of regula- 
tors, and failing to obey, metan untimely end 
Monday night. It appears that about 10 
o’clook a party of masked men rode up to his 
house and demanded admittance, and on be- 
ing refused, broke down the door. The old 
man fired both barrels of a shot-gun into the 
crowd, killing a white man named Jobn 
Judice. Rosmond then fled, pursued by the 
now enraged party, who fired repeatediy at 
the fu ; they overtook him about two 
hund from his bouse and blew the

crushed in the frontal bone by blows with 
their guns. 


The body of Rosalie lay stretched 
in front of the cabin this morning with her 
throat cut from ear to ear. The little cabin 
was riddied with balietse from Winchester 
rifies and emalier arms, about 200 balle having 
been fired into it.

The following communication was received 
at the office of the Post-DisPaTtcH this morn- 
ing and submitted to the city officials, who 
promptly explained the condition of affairs. 


„Will the Post-Disratcon please inform its 
many readers in North St. Louis why it is that 
Fiorissant avenue, from College avenue to 
Bellefontaine Cemetery, is to lighted by 
electricity while intersecting streets between 
College and Gratfd avenues are to be left in 
the dark? It is fully three-quarters of a mile 
from College avenue to the Bellefontaine 
gate, and in the entire distance there are but 
four houses. The street is the highway to the 
cemeteries, traveled a greal deal in the day- 
time, but at night itis used only by an occa- 
sional belated milkman or market gardener. 
Just why the city should be atthe expense 
of lighting this stretch of unused 
roadway while the — 1 of neighboring 
thoroughfares are forced in darkness 
is what the people of that locality want to find 
out and depend upon the Post-DisPratcH for 
information. Obear, John, Gano and De Soto 
avenues, lying immediately west of Grand 
avenue, are well builtup and thickly popu- 
lated, yet there is noteven a gasoline lamp 
ona single corner in the whole territory. 
Broadway, too, from Lowell to en, is to 
have the benefit of the new light. Now, 
here is a stretch of macadam about two miles 
long, bounded on one side by O’Falion Park 
and the two large cemeteries, while on the 
otber side are cornfields and cow pastures, 
with here and there a roadhouse and truck- 
man’s shanty and cabbage patch. Is it fair to 
thus light up the wilderness, while the near- 
by and growing suburbs are left in darkness? 
Who's to blame and to whom shall we kick 
for a square deal? WATER TOWER.’’ 


The reason for the existing condition of at- 
fairs issimply that the Municipal Assembly 
has not yet made any arrangements to light 
those streets aud others in the same condi- 
tion. 

The electric lighting contracts do not make 
any provisions for the lighting of streets which 
are not already lighted by gas or gasoline. 
In other words, the lighting contractors 
merely undertake to substitute the present 
lights with electricity. The Board of Public 
Improvements has for some time past been 
aware of the fact that there are many streets 
which after 1890 will need lights and the board 
has in consequence taken the preliminary 
steps toward arranging for them. 

Every member of the House of Delegates 
bas been sent a written communication, re- 
questing him to send in the names of streets 
in his ward which are in need of lights. In 
nearly every instance the delegate has com- 
plied with the request, and, in most 

bas gone further and asked 

lights where they are not 
needed. These lists have been turned over to 
the Inspector of City ghting, who bas gone 
over the ground and investigated each case, 
When the reports of the delegates are all in 
and the investigations all made the board will

ights and submit the entire batch to the 
Municipal Assembly. An effort is being made 


to get up a complete and thorough system and 
to leave no street in need of lights unlighted,

A Terrible Boller Explosionin San Frano) * 
co—Fatal Runaway. 


San Francisco, Cul., september 1)._, 
boiler in the California Sash, Door & Bund 
Factory at Oakland exploded yesterday arte. 
noon, killing four men outright and injuring 
several others, two probably fatally. Ty, 
others are supposed to be buried in the ruins. 
The explosion oceurred in the engine-room, 
where there were three boilers. 
was blown 100 feet away, 
half that distance and the third, the 
one which exploded, was split in two 
pieces. The engine-house was completely 
demolished and the factory caught fire. The 
explosion was caused by the machinery in the 
mill being suddenly thrown off and the boilers 
could not free themselves of the steam which 
arose. At the time of the explosion the en.

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KILLED ON THE ROAD. 


THE MURDER OF JOHN BLACHT ON UNION 
AVENUE STILL A MYSTERY. 


A Bleod-Stained Hat Found at the Scene 
Leads to the Belief That One of the Mur- 
derers Was Weunded— Two Arrests This 
Merning—Story of the Dead Man's Rela- 
tives—-The Police at Work. 


Another murder mystery was added last 
night to the list of crimes which have reoent- 
ly been committed in the West End. The 
scene of the latest tragedy was close to 
that of the three former unsolved mysteries. 
The victim was John Blacht, a farmer 
aged 8 years, whose home was at 
Coleman Station near Creve Cour Lake, 
the murderers weretwo unknown highway 
robbers. The erime was committed about 
8:30 p. m., and the shots fired were heard by 
quite a numberof people, who hastened at 
once tothe scene. Yet no one got a glimpse 
of the murderers. 

Farmer Blacht had been in the city all day 
disposing of a load of vegetables, and was re- 
turning to his home when he met his tragic 
fate. He carried the preceeds of his sale—$i— 
in his pocket, and it was in defense of that 
small sum that he was killed. As he was 
driving up the Olive street road, between 
King’s highway and Union avenue, Dr. Left- 
wich, who is the physician at the Masonic 
Home, and who was sitting out on the porch 
with his family, observed him ad- 
vancing. It was then 80 dark 
that he could just make out the outline of the 
horse and wagon and the driver. He kept 
gazing atthe wagon until it crossed Union 
avenue, when the trees and hedge shutit ont 
from his view. About a minute, or less than 
that, after the horse and wagon had crossed 
Union avenue, the doctor and all the inmates 
of the Masonic Home were startled by three 
shots fired in quick succession. The doctor, 
suspecting what had happened, ran at once to 
the telephone, called up the Central District, 
inform@a the officer in charge of the 
firlug of the shots and suggested 
that men be sent out at once to investigate 
the matter. He then went down to the road 
accompanied by several others. When they 
arrived there several of the employes at 
Joseph Gerardi’s house had reached the spot. 
They were Charies Gillet, Gustav Pehl, Julius 
Greenwald, and Charies Frudenhaus. They 
were not more than half a minute in getting to 
„the place, but saw no one leaving the scene. 
Five minutes after the murder Mounted Off- 
deres Tredway and Punshon drove up. 
Blacht s body lay right under his 


horses heels, and close by his side 
was a 32-caliber revolver, four chambers of 
which were found to be empty and que to con- 
tain a cartridge. Two of the chambers bear 
the appearance of 
HAVING BEEN RECENTLY FIRED, 
but the barrel does not look as a bullet had 
been sent out of it. This is puzzling to the 
police, but they havea theory that probably 
dirt got into the barrel and destroyed the evi- 
dence of powder. This is probable. The 
bedy of the murdered man was removed at 
once to the Morgue, and there an examination 
of the wound was made. It was in the right 
breast and the bullet had ranged downward. 
The opinion of all who looked at the 
wound wasthatit had been inflicted by at 
least a 88 and perhaps a 4l-caliber revolver. 
As the revoiver found was an- caliber the sup- 
position was that it belonged to Blacht, and 
that he had probably fred two of the ‘shots 
heard in defense of his money. The 42-caliber 
revoiver found bore the following inscription 
on its back: ‘‘Hopkins 4 Allen, X L No. 3, 
New Tork. The weapon was rather old. 

NOT A SURPRISE. 
The murder was not a great surprise to the 
police. They bad received informution that 
two highwaymen had stopped a farmer on the 
Olayton road, just outside the city limits Sun- 
day night, and presented revolvers at him. 
The farmer, however, was not scared by them, 
and whipping up bis horses escaped.

THE CANADIAN COPYRIGHT BILL. 


No Likelihood of Its Ratification by the Im- 
perial Parliament. 


By Telegraph to the Fosr-Disraron. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, September 11.—The copy- 
right bill passed by the Dominion Parliament 
last session is not likely to be ratified by the 
Imperial Parliament, owing to the strenuous 
opposition of British publishers. A repre- 
sentative of the English Copyright Associa- 
tion has arrived in Canada to study the copy- 
right question as it affects this country. The 
* lish publishers take the view that the 

egisiation is a violation of the Berne 
International Coprsight Convention, to 
which the Dominion is a party, and 
at it confers = extraordinar priv- 
on Canadian publishers without ren- 
dering justice te British and foreign authors. 
measure was transmitted to England last 
ay but ite consideration is being delayed by 
the British Governmest as long as sible. 
The enactment of the last session illustrates 
the increasing tendency toward conflict be- 
tween colonial and imperial legisiation. 

The copyright biil poovines for the issue of a 
copyright to the citizens of any country be- 
longing to the convention, provided the work is 
re d in Canada withia one month after 
publication elsewbere. Canadians can be pen 
mitted to print the work in the eventot the fail- 
ure of authors to take advantage of the fact, 
Dutshall pay a royalty of 10 per cent on the re- 
tail price of each covy. Clause No. 5 provides 
that where licenses to reprint works are 
issued the importation of the same reprints 
from foreign countries may be prohibited. 
This, in effect, will destroy the — ot 
American pubi ishers, to whom Canada at 
Present is indebted for cheap reprints of for- 
eign works. Ifthe English Copyright Asso- 
olation succeeds in securing the rejection of 
the bill it will be disastrous to the infant Can- 
adian book publisbing industry.

ANOTHER BIG DEAL. 


Negotiations for the Sale of the Remington 
Paper Co, to a #yndicate. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcu. 

New York, September 11.—A rumor has 
Deen prevaient for several days that the Rem- 
ington Paper Co., whose milis are at Water- 
town, N. Y., bad sold its plant and business 


DAY PosT-DisPatTog of 
last Sunday, has at last 
been forced to come: 
down on its dwelling- 
house rates to the price 
fixed by the non-board 
agents. This action, as 
f was stated then that it 
voulq be, was taken by 
— the board at its meeting 

— naa late yesterday ar- 
ternoon, and at which over two-thirds of the 
board members were present. It is due part- 
ly to the competition of the non-board agents 
who have greatly increased in number, but 
more directly to the light thrown on the 
board’s rules and methods of doing business by 
the Post- DISPATCH and to the encouragement 
given to the non-board element and the con- 
servative members of the board through this 
exposure. The publications in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH created a sensation in business and in- 
surance circles, and it was then predicted on 
all sides that the board would have to modify 
its rates and rules, and enable its members to 
do business on business principles, and to 
meet legitimate competition. This has come. 
It is admitted that there has been 

CUTTING ON ALL SIDES 

to meet the non-board companies; but there 
have not been any fines for such cutting, 
though every cut under the rules incurred a 
fine of $50, forthe reason that the majority of 
the board would have to be fined. 

The changes made by the board were in the 
minimum rates, making a rate of 15 eents for 
one year, 30 conts for three years and 50 cents 
for five years on first-class brick dwelling- 
house risks! These are the average minimum 
rates charged by the non-board agents, 
though, even before the board action, the 
non-board agents had in some cases been 
compelled to cut under them to meet the 
board cutters. The old rates were W cents for 
one year, 50 cents for three years and 75 cents 
for five years. The rates on furniture were 
also reduced in the same proportion, and on 
grocers and such risks from FI. 28 to 75 cents 
for five years. At the same time a reduction 


in the cotton compress rate, made 
recentiy, was announced. It is from 
$1.75 to $1.40 for one year. In this, 


however, the board does not meet the non- 
board agents, asthe latter say that with ap- 
proved sprinklers in the compresses they are 
ready to write the risks at $1. 
THE BOARD CLAIM 

is that their action was not due to the non- 
board competition, and that the latter were 
nottaken into consideration in the slightest 
degree. They say that there has been an 
effort for yearsto schedule residence risks, 
but that it had been opposed bya very large 
element, and badonly been accomplished a 
couple of years ago. Previous to that time 
they had written first-class risks, in 
competition, as low as 25 cents for five 
ears. Since the scheduling was per- 
ected there bas been a large element 
in favor of returning to the old methods. 
This, it is claimed, was for reasons entirely 
within the board companies, and not with any 
consideration of non-board competition, 
What these reasons are they decline to say, 
falling back on a privileged question.
